M. E. Companion H. Sandilands very fittingly introduced M. E.

M. E. Companion Clink, on behalf of the Grand Chapter of 
Saskatchewan, responded in a humorous manner, especially to the 
reference of his connection with the Indian Reserve at Hobbema, 
and latterly to the fraternal relation existing between his Chapter 
and Vermilion Chapter No. 14.

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ADDRESS 

of the 

Grand First Principal 


To the Officers and Companions of Royal Arch Masons 
of the Grand Chapter of Alberta. 


Companions: 

Another Grand Chapter year has come to a close and a year 
that has passed all too quickly. It is with sincere and profound grat¬ 
itude that I acknowledge the honour you conferred on me one year 
ago in placing me in the chair of the Grand First Principal of this 
Grand Chapter. 

This is the 28th Annual Convocation and is being held in this 
fine City of Calgary and to those of you who are attending for the 
first time, I extend a most hearty welcome, and to the Grand Chapter 
Officers, both past and present, I tender my sincere greetings; and 
to you all, I trust that this gathering will continue to promote and 
foster the best there is in our Royal Craft. 

The tragedy of world war has served but to underline the neces¬ 
sity for a Christian Life and to carry a conviction of its urgency to 
many minds 'by which it was regarded at first with little interest. 
The spectacle of the zeal of youth harnessed in certain lands to the 
chariot of evil and destructive ambition has been the prime cause of 
this awakening among the peace-loving peoples. However deeply we 
deplore the systematic perversion of the young mind in Germany and 
elsewhere, it has begun to make us aware of the mighty results, evil 
or good, attainable by the enlistment of youth’s passionate zeal, and 
apparently unattainable without it. It is the outstanding revelation 
of contemporary history that the foulest plots hatched by older minds 
can be carried out only with the aid of the perverted young. It is 
the inevitable corollary that without the kindled idealism of the young, 
the God-fearing men of mature mind who are even now laying plans 
for a better world, will plan in vain. 

With the growth of this realisation, enthusiasm for more spiri¬ 
tualism has also grown. Special days have been set aside at the in¬ 
stigation of Their Majesties, the King and Queen, for certain “Days 
of Prayer”. Our peoples are heeding and I venture to submit that 
it is shown by greater attendance at our religious institutions. It is 
lauded by a large section of the press, especially in the war-torn Moth¬ 
erland. A short time ago, from Westminster Abbey, an anonymous 
young Airman broadcast these words: 

“God is calling us back to the true meaning of Life. It is 
a call which we in all the Empire must hear and answer. The 
English-speaking civilisation is essentially Christian; and we 
in this country and all of you Overseas who march beside us have 
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a deep, age-old Christian tradition giving us a vantage point 
from which we can set out. If we hear the call and answer it, 
we shall in time find God’s grace shown to this troubled world. 
When we have fully grasped in our minds, and infected others 
no less with the belief that things will not come right until we 
set ourselves to seek the true ends of life, then, and not until 
then, will victory in this deeper conflict loom on the horizon. 
Not until then shall we have fitted ourselves for the tasks that 
lie before us. We shall then be ready to take our share in the 
shaping of a new era. We are in at the death of the whole world, 
let us pray that we may be in at the resurrection of a new.” 

With us, in this great Dominion, a hatred of the evil which has 
brought humanity to such a sorry pass, and a higher passion for that 
Higher Way, which alone leads to happiness, are not being put into 
our hearts by the daily spectacle of death and destruction. They 
must come to us by other means, therefore, because we dare not remain 
indifferent to evil for the mere reason that it has not hurt us personally. 
That way disaster lies. We must acquire the hatred of wrong and 
the passion for right by dwelling with sympathy, and even with pride, 
on those pages of our human story, or of our own national story, on 
which noble and sacrificial deeds have put a glow. “Whatsoever 
things are true—honest—just—pure—lovely, whatsoever things are 
of good report, if there be any virtue, and if there be any praise, think 
on these things.” 

The Nation as a whole must immediately realise that each and 
every citizen must play his or her part in this war. Then and then 
only, will duties be readily recognised and cheerfully discharged and 
service in every form seen, not as an irksome duty to be avoided, but 
as an honor to be sought. Then, indeed, will all march worthily by 
the side of those who fight. 


NECROLOGY 

Whilst the Committee on Fraternal Dead will deal fully with 
regard to those who die and are with us no more, I feel I would be 
remiss in my duties if I did not express myself. God, in His wisdom, 
calls at His appointed time and it behooves us all to have ourselves 
constantly in readiness to be with Him. 

Seventeen of our constituent Chapters have suffered bereavement, 
the toll being 29 of our beloved companions. Of these 29 members, 
some were very active, not only in their own chapter but for Royal 
Arch Masonry as a whole. Assiniboia No. 3 was the greatest sufferer. 
Their loss was five and I want in particular to mention the name of 
one who is sadly missed in that Chapter. The late Companion 
W. B. Stevens was a companion very devoted to his work and one 
who was a great source of strength to his chapter. We sadly lament 
the passing of R. E. Companion Matthews, of Joseph Stauffer Chapter, 
one of our Past Grand Scribe N’s. Each year we miss some pleasant 
faces from our convocation, only to learn they have passed to the 
Great Beyond. 

To these Chapters 1 offer my sincere condolence and to the relatives 
and friends my profound sympathy. 

In other jurisdictions the Grim Reaper also laid a heavy hand 
and to each of these Grand Chapters we extend our sincere sympathy. 
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Of these departed companions, David Craig of Montana was our 
Grand Representative and was present here at Calgary at the for¬ 
mation of the order of High Priesthood.

They are waiting for us to join them there." 


FOREIGN RELATIONS 

The relations with our sister Grand Jurisdictions continue har¬ 
monious and nothing, to my knowledge, has happened to mar this 
happiness. 

I have had warm invitations from the Grand Chapters of Sas¬ 
katchewan, British Columbia, Manitoba and the Grand Chapter 
of Canada, together with several invitations from the Grand Chapters 
in the United States. Due to business reasons, I was only able to 
visit the Grand Chapter of Manitoba, but this Grand Chapter was 
represented in Saskatchewan by M. E. Companion W. H. Scott and in 
British Columbia by M. E. Companion M. M. Downey and our Grand 
H., R. E. Companion J. E. Rannard, and at the Grand Chapter of 
Canada by none other than M. E. Companion Empey, a life member 
of Keystone Chapter, Red Deer. For these representations I am 
deeply grateful. 

Regarding the visit of myself to the 19th Annual Convocation 
of the Grand Chapter of Manitoba in February last, I am afraid I 
cannot find words to adequately express the pleasure given me. The 
memories of this visit will never be forgotten. From the time I arrived 
in the City of Winnipeg, I was constantly being entertained. M. E. 
Companion Frank E. Simmons is one of the most outstanding men 
versed in the art of entertainment that I have ever met. I appreciate 
the reception given me during their. Chapter ceremonies, also the 
honour conferred of being presented with an honorary Life member¬ 
ship certificate. There were many distinguished guests from the 
United States Jurisdictions and a goodly number of these make this 
an annual event. Two of these visitors were Grand Representatives 
of this Grand Chapter. 

DISTRICT MEETINGS 

With the co-operation of the Grand Superintendents, we were 
able to arrange suitable dates for the several District Meetings and 
I am happy to say that I was able to attend them all. 

District No. 1 

This meeting was held at Edmonton on October 29th and I was

The 
Chapter was opened at 4:30 p.m. with R. E. Companion A. J. Fyfe 
in the chair.

R. E. Companion E. G. Pepper and the officers of these two Chapters, 
with their committees, in bringing around such a harmonious settle¬ 
ment and whilst I regret the conditions which brought this about, 
so far as Joseph Stauffer Chapter is concerned, I feel sure that some 
day the members of that district will again be asking to have their 
Charter restored. I also wish to congratulate Crescent Chapter for 
this splendid addition to their membership and that with this unity, 
much good may accrue. 

SURRENDER OF CHARTER 

It is with sincere regret that 1 have to report the surrender of 
the Charter of Keystone Chapter, No. 12, Red Deer. I attended 
their Regular Convocation on Tuesday, March 24th, after having 
telegraphed them of my intention to be present and asking to have 
as many members as possible attend in order to have as full a discus¬ 
sion as could be arranged. With that, there were not as many present 
as I expected for so important a discussion—15 only was their muster 
in a City the size of Red Deer. 

E. Companion Cuthbertson stated the financial position of the 
Chapter and it would appear that now they might be able to sur¬ 
render and pay off their liabilities, but doubted doing that later if 
they continued. It would appear to me that Red Deer is over-organised 
as a city, or over-institutionalised. The surrender is for the duration 
or such time as they think fit. 

CHAPTER VISITATIONS 

I was unable to visit all of the constituent Chapters but did 
attend most of them and of those I did not visit, I was represented by 
one or more of our Grand Chapter Officers, according to the chapter 
being visited and for this service I am very thankful. I also wish to 
express my sincere thanks to the many companions of my home Chap¬ 
ter who accompanied me on all visits. I was in no case permitted to 
go alone. Whether there was a sinister motive in this, I do not know 
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nevertheless, it made the trip that much more pleasant. In all cases 
I found it more convenient to travel by car, both in time and cost, and 
in two cases only did we find it expedient to remain over night and 
that was at Edmonton and Medicine Hat. Other than a few flat tires 
we had no travel troubles. 

May 21st.—Shekinah Chapter, No. 4. This was the occasion of 
my first visit as Grand First Principal. I was joined in Lethbridge 
by R. E. Companion J. E. Rannard, Grand H., and was accompanied 
by R. E. Companion Casteel, V. E. Companion Watkins, G.S., and 
E. Companion B. Sanderson. We were very warmly welcomed by 
the officers and members of Shekinah Chapter. There was no work 
and the attendance was only fair. Addresses were given by our Grand 
Second Principal and myself. I think this Chapter is on the road 
toward considerable progress. 

May 27th.—Golden West Chapter, No. 5. Visiting my home 
Chapter on its first meeting after my exaltation to the office of Grand 
First Principal was a thrill that will never be forgotten. There was 
a very large attendance and every officer was in his chair. It was 
also the occasion of a fraternal visit from Tau Cross Chapter. The 
warmth of my reception was intensified by the fact that I was escorted 
to the dais by two of the companions who occupied Principals’ offices 
at the time of the institution of Golden West Chapter in 1907. I refer 
to R. E. Companion H. E. Bedingfield and V. E. Companion Percy 
Taylor, both Charter members. This was one of those moments 
that fills vour throat. There were also a large number of visitors 
from the Calgary Chapters. It was a pleasure, at this time to present 
several of our members with Life Membership certificates for over 
30 years’ membership. The evening was full of pleasure. With the 
assistance of R. E. Companion Fred Hand, who acted as Grand Direc¬ 
tor of Ceremonies, I installed our Grand Superintendent, R. E. Com¬ 
panion P. J. Peterson, V. E. Companion A. L. Watkins, and V. E. 
Companion Price as Grand Stewards and Companion Bullough as 
Grand Organist. Furthermore, several of our own companions were 
examined as to their proficiency and received their regalia. Addresses 
were made by myself and several visitors. This was a banner evening. 
Following the closing of the Chapter, all repaired to the banquet room 
where a delicious supper was in readiness. Many Past Grand Officers 
were present and I hope I have been able to live up to the many nice 
things said. 

June 5th.—Otuskwan Chapter, No. 9. This was an unannounced 
visit, but I was none the less made welcome. It is a pleasure to visit 
this Chapter at any time. 

June 10th.—Tau Cross Chapter, No. 16. I was accompanied 
by several of the High River and Nant.on companions to Claresholm. 
This was the occasion of their Annual Strawberry Festival. Unfor¬ 
tunately, there was only a small turnout of members, in fact, there 
were more visitors than members. There was no work. This Chapter 
has had no applications for membership for a long time. During the 
refreshment hour, at which I addressed the companions, particular 
attention was drawn to the matter of membership and attendance, 
which I hope may bear fruit. An address was also given by R. E. 
Companion H. O. Haslam. 

June 25th.—This was an unofficial visit, or social evening, at the 
ranch home of R. E. Companion Geo. Milligan. A committee meeting 
was being held there by one of the Calgary Chapters regarding the 
holding of their annual summer picnic. Personally, I regard the attend- 


ance at a gathering of this kind equally as important as a good many 
held in a Chapter room and from a Grand Chapter viewpoint I think 
equal good can be accomplished. Much praise is due R. E. Companion 
Milligan and his good wife for this annual invitation. Their refresh¬ 
ments were excellent. 

Oct. 2nd.—Eheyeh Chapter, No. 27, Drumheller. This was the 
first of the fall visitations. I was accompanied by our Grand Scribe E., 
also several companions from High River. We were received in a 
most cordial manner. There was a very good attendance. Following 
the business of the evening the M.M.M. Degree was ably exemplified 
by E. Companion Anderson, after which I addressed the members 
briefly. There was complete harmony throughout, and after the Chap¬ 
ter was closed a delicious lunch was served and a host of friends made. 
This Chapter is doing very good work. 

Oct. 6th.—Crescent Chapter, No. 24, Calgary. Accompanied by 
several companions from High River, and joined in Calgary by R. E. 
Companions McPherson and Pepper, I paid an official visit to Crescent 
Chapter. Their hall has been greatly improved and there was a fair 
attendance. There was no work to be done. One application was 
received. From the opening to the closing, the Chapter’s business 
was conducted in a very dignified manner by E. Companion Dooley. 

Oct. 8th.—Calgary Chapter, No. 11. Again accompanied by 
several of my home town companions and joined in the city by other 
Grand Chapter officers, an official visit was made to this Chapter. 
We were received with grand honours and made heartily welcome. 
It was the occasion of a fraternal visit of Alberta Chapter, No. 1, with 
their Excellent First Principal, Norman Williams. The members 
and visitors together made a very good attendance. The M.M.M. 
degree was ably conferred by V. E. Companion Jos. Brown, assisted 
by other past officers. I was very much impressed with the stress 
placed upon certain parts of the work. At the banquet table, R. E. 
Companion Matthews acted as toastmaster and a pleasant hour was 
spent. 

Oct. 13th.—Alberta Chapter, No. 1. This being a holiday— 
Thanksgiving Day—the attendance was only fair, but this did not 
affect the warmth of welcome. This was also the official visit of our 
Grand Superintendent R. E. Companion E. G. Pepper. The M.E.M. 
Degree was conferred in an exemplary manner by the First Principal, 
assisted by other officers. E. Companion Norman Williams is an 
exceptional host. 

Oct. 16th.—Banff Chapter, No. 20. The weather was very fine 
for the drive to this mountain Chapter. It was a regular convocation, 
also the official visit of the Grand Superintendent, R. E. Companion 
E. G. Pepper. The attendance for this Chapter was good, there being 
no other lodges to draw from. Our Grand Scribe E. was in attendance 
with M. E. Companion Bell, as well as several companions from High 
River. The degree of M.E.M. was conferred by Past Principals in a 
faultless manner and it is a pleasure to note in many Chapters that the 
past officers are always ready to lend a hand and assist in the many 
duties of their Chapter. Our Grand Superintendent gave an inspiring 
address, followed by some brief remarks of my own. The companions 
of Banff are to be commended for the progress they maintain with 
such a limited possibility. The hour spent in the banquet room was 
a happy one. 

Nov. 10th.'—On the eve of Armistice Day I made an official visit 
to Alberta Chapter, No. 1. I was received with Grand Honours and 
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it was also a pleasure to have the support of M. E. Companions Minchin 
and Bell and R. E. Companions MacPherson and Pepper. The weather 
was exceptionally fine and there was a good attendance. It was a regu¬ 
lar business meeting. A large number of applications were balloted 
upon. This is Alberta’s oldest Chapter and it is a pleasure to note 
the continued progress being made, and with such capable officers 
a good future is assured. Dignity is the key-note of No. 1. 

Nov. 21st.—Hillvue Chapter, No. 15. It was a cold and stormy 
night for this drive to the Crow’s Nest Pass, but the Hillcrest com¬ 
panions with the very warm reception they gave us on arrival, caused 
us to quickly forget the little inconveniences of the weather. With 
the company of our Grand Superintendent, whom we picked up at 
Claresholm, and R. E. Companion Casteel and other companions of 
Golden West, we had a formidable load. There were also several 
members from Pincher Creek. It was a busy evening and not only was 
the H.R.A. Degree conferred in a manner that left nothing to be desired, 
but it was also the election of officers. For a small Chapter, these 
companions are doing remarkably well. They have a very limited 
field. Most of their chairs are filled by Past Principals and Past Grand 
Chapter officials. I am very pleased with the conduct of this Chapter 
and Grand Chapter never need worry regarding Hillvue. Their re¬ 
freshment period is one of the best and nothing but harmony prevails.

Companions Scott, Bell, Davison, Flan, Follett, Minchin, Canon 
Middleton and myself—together with many R. E. Companions and I 
would venture that this is history as to the number of Grand Chapter 
officers present at a country Chapter. M. E. Companion Scott would 
have a drive of approximately 800 miles and M. E. Companion Middle- 
ton, about 300 miles. There were about 115 present and a whole 
partridge was supplied to each, together with a plenteous supply of 
other refreshments and the committee in charge of these arrangements 
are to be congratulated on the sumptuousness of the banquet, all of 
which, with very few exceptions, are supplied by the members them¬ 
selves. An excellent toast list followed at which most of the Grand 
Chapter officers took part.

Companion Pepper, as I feel that too much support cannot be given these 
officers, as the opportunity occurs. The H.R.A. Degree was conferred 
and as I had recently witnessed the M.M.M. Degree, I wanted to see 
the final. It was worth while and congratulations are in order for the 
efficient manner in which the degree team carried out their task. I 
was pleased at the way the elections were held. 

Dec. 18th. —Otuskwan Chapter, No. 9. This being Past Prin¬ 
cipals’ Night, I felt it incumbent on me to again pay this Chapter a 
visit. It is the least the Grand First Principal can do to pay tribute 
to the past officers in any Chapter who so faithfully carry on the tra¬ 
ditions of their work. Several country Chapters were invited to be 
present. All chairs were filled by Past Principals and M.. E. Com¬ 
panion J. R. Flan occupied the chair of First Principal. The H.R.A. 
degree was conferred on two candidates in a manner that could not 
be excelled. It was a worth-while evening. M. E. Companion Jos. 
Follett acted as toastmaster at the banquet. 

Jan. 12th.—Alberta Chapter, No. 1. This was the occasion of 
the Installation Ceremonies at which M. E. Companion C. H. Minchin 
presided. Time does not dim his memory and again he carried out 
these duties with perfection. The City of Calgary is to be congratu¬ 
lated that its Chapters have so many capable members always ready 
and willing to carry on these functions. The newly elected officers, I 
am sure, are reverent to the dignity of these occasions. At the festive 
board, R. E. Companion M. B. Peacock acted in his usual jovial manner, 
which adds much to such an event. 

Jan. 14th.—Joint Meeting of Otuskwan Chapter, No. 9, and 
Calgary Chapter, No. 11. It is happy to note the harmonious rela¬ 
tions between city Chapters that brings about these joint ceremonials. 
The installation of the Officers of Otuskwan and Calgary Chapters 
was ably carried out by M. E. Companion Flan and assisted by M. E. 
Companion Harold Bell, left nothing to be desired. There would 
almost seem to be competition as to which of these Most Excellent 
Companions can best officiate. The meeting was largely attended. 
M. E. Companion A. Davison acted as toastmaster at the banquet 
which followed, completing a wonderful meeting. 

Jan. 27th.—Golden West Chapter, No. 5. This being installation 
night at my home Chapter, I was pleased to be present and witness 
M. E. Companion Flan and .M. E. Companion Bell perform these 
ceremonies. There was a fair turnout of members. 

March 2nd.—Crescent Chapter, No. 24. It was a pleasure to 
again visit this Chapter, particularly this time, to officially declare the 
consummation of the amalgamation arrangements between Joseph 
Stauffer Chapter, No. 22, now closed, and Crescent Chapter, No. 24. 
All the formalities having been complied with, I was pleased to make 
the necessary declaration. The name of Crescent Chapter will remain, 
together with the same number, 24. I congratulate R. E. Companion 
Pepper, our Grand Superintendent, also all the members who assisted 
in the discussions, in bringing this to such a satisfactory conclusion. 

March 19th. —Kether Chapter, No. 8. Accompanied by R. E. 
Companion Bedingfield and other local companions, we visited Pincher 
Creek and received a very warm welcome. There were also several 
companions from Claresholm, The attendance was augmented by a 
good delegation from Hillcrest. E. Companion Patterson conducted 
the meeting in a'very capable manner. The tyler of Kether Chapter,

Companion Gray, in spite of his 93 years, was the life of the gathering 
and many were his reminiscences. Kether excels in its hospitality. 
They are doing good work. R. E. Companion Peterson was unable to 
be present owing to a sudden illness. 

March 24th.—Keystone Chapter, No. 12. I regret to have to 
announce that this visit, to what was Keystone, will be the last. They 
have surrendered their Charter. There is a further report on this 
under another heading. 

April 2nd.—Norwood Chapter, No. 18, Edmonton. Accompanied 
by several High River companions, I visited this northern Chapter 
and was greeted on arrival by our Grand Third Principal, R. E. Com¬ 
panion E. G. Ellerton; also the Grand Superintendent of this District, 
R. E. Companion A. J. Fyfe, who journeyed from Edson for this 
purpose. M. E. Companions Coote, Sandilands and McCurdy were 
also on hand to extend a welcome. I was received with Grand Honours 
and escorted to the dais and handed the sceptre, but requested E. Com¬ 
panion Hall to continue with the evening^ business. The Scribe E. 
read a letter from a companion of Norwood Chapter, enclosing his 
dues, together with a check for $25.00, asking the First Principal to 
place this where he thought best for some War Charity. This is truly 
a Masonic Ideal. This'being the eve of Good Friday, I was pleased to 
address the companions along these lines. Many of the other Grand 
Chapter Officers also addressed the gathering, mostly at the banquet 
table. A very profitable evening was the result. Several of the com¬ 
panions present, with R. E. Companion Ellerton and the Grand Sup¬ 
erintendent, R. E. Companion Fyfe, journeyed the next day, Friday, 
to Vermilion Chapter, and I regret being unable to accompany them, 
but asked that they convey greetings. 

April 9th.—Strathmore Chapter, No. 21. This was my first visit 
to the thriving town of Strathmore. As on other visits, I was accom¬ 
panied by many companions and we were given a loyal welcome. 
M. E. Companion Bell, and R. E. Companion A.. Carr, drove down 
from Calgary to be present; M. E. Companion Walter Mercer was 
also present. The H.R.A. degree was conferred very ably and the 
degree lectures were a credit to any Chapter. Strathmore, with its 
proximity to Calgary, is doing good work and by the calibre of the 
men in the chairs, will continue to do so. Congratulations are due 

April 16th.—Assiniboia Chapter, No. 3, Medicine Hat. This was 
an outstanding meeting. I am happy to say that the full Grand Council 
was present. R. E. Companion J. E. Rannard, Grand Second Prin¬ 
cipal, of Lethbridge, motored over with a carload of companions from 
Shekinah Chapter; R. E. Companion E. G. Ellerton, Grand Third 
Principal, of Edmonton, came down by plane, and I had the pleasure 
of taking along the Grand Superintendent, R. E. Companion Peterson, 
from Claresholm, and some other companions from Okotoks and High 
River. We were severally received and given the Grand Honours. 
There was a very good attendance and the M.M.M. degree was con¬ 
ferred on two candidates in a most capable manner. I had the honor 
to present two members with Life Certificates. The Chapter was 
addressed by each of the Grand Council. Refreshments were served 
in the Chapter room. 

April 29th.—Bow Valley Chapter, No. 10. This was an emergent 
convocation put on for my convenience, which I deeply appreciate. 
There was a wonderful attendance, many members coming from 
distant points. The degree of M.E.M. was conferred and E. Companion 
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Yates is to be congratulated on this splendid exemplification. This 
Chapter, after being dormant for a number of years, has received 
many new members during the past 12 months, a fact that must be 
pleasing to them and for the awakened interest in Capitular Masonry 
in this District. I hope it will continue. It was a happy evening. 

Companions, this closes my list of visitations, with one exception— 
on June 20th last, I was especially invited to be present at a Preceptory 
Dinner, given by the Calgary Preceptors, to welcome on his official 
visit, Most Eminent Knight, F. Davey Diamond, the Supreme Grand 
Master. It was indeed a pleasure to convey the greetings of this 
Grand Chapter to the Sovereign Great Priory of Canada, Knights 
Templars. I deeply appreciated this courtesy. 

As it is pre-requisite that an applicant must be a Craft member 
in order to join the Capitular ranks, so it is, I understand, pre-requisite 
that an applicant for this eminent degree be a member of the H.R.A.; 
all of which makes it most desirable that these several bodies co-operate 
to bring out the best that Freemasonry on the whole can produce. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

From my visit to the Grand Chapter of Manitoba, I was impressed 
with the speed, together with, in my mind, satisfactory methods 
used there in voting for Grand Chapter Officers. They put into prac¬ 
tice the ‘.‘Transferable Ballot”, and a good supply of these is in the 
ante-room, one for each office, each with six spaces for the choice of 
the voter, as he thinks suitable. At 2 o’clock the nominations were 
declared closed and a committee retired arid at a later hour entered 
the Grand Chapter room with the announcement of the names of 
the elected officer. I wish to commend this to the committee under 
which it comes; copies of these ballot papers have been handed to 
the committee. 

In some Chapters there are several types of ballot boxes, some 
of which are confusing and has, and easily can be, the cause of errors. 
I would recommend that a definite type be obtained that would avoid 
such occurrences. 

I would also recommend that for a programme during the refresh¬ 
ment hour, instead of a number of men being called upon to say “a 
few words”, that so often mean little and use up a lot of time, that 
the Principals, in arranging their committees at the first of the year, 
call upon one of the Past Principals to be responsible for a definite 
speaker for a definite meeting and to be on a Masonic subject. 

I would further recommend that, if it is possible, the Exaltation 
Fee in all Chapters-be the same. Whilst it is admitted the “overhead” 
in some Chapters vary, it is my opinion that the Annual Dues should 
take care of the varying costs. 

That a “Roll of Honour” be started and the Grand Scribe E 
get a list of all companions serving with His Majesty’s Forces, and 
that a page be set aside in our Proceedings for this purpose. 


CONCLUSION 

There is some difference of opinion as to the mode of travel per- 
permitted the Grand First Principal. In this matter, we cannot be 
wholly guided by precedents. Our needs today are to endeavour to 
cover as many Chapters as possible in the least amount of time and 
the only method is by use of motive power; but apart from this, one 
of the greatest points in this method is that you are able to take with 
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you as many fellow companions as your means of travel permits, which, 
to my mind, is considerably furthering the objects of Masonry in 
enlarging a circle of acquaintance; furthermore, there are not many 
men who may find it convenient to stay over-night. It is not in the 
best interests of the Craft to want to leave a meeting before it is closed, 
therefore, one must have the necessary accommodation for travel 
to enable him to return to his home and business when he is ready. 

We are in a different age, a younger man’s age, and this should 
have considerable thought, not only in endeavouring to select as many 
of a younger age for membership in our Chapters, but also amongst 
our officers, both in the Grand Chapter and the Constituent Chapters. 
Our National leaders, both in Governmental circles and Army or Navy 
offices have this in mind. 

This concludes my year of stewardship. I do regret having to 
admit not being able to visit certain outlying Chapters as they are 
the ones, usually, that require some bolstering, and I sincerely trust 
they will condone this. I am deeply appreciative of the assistance 
rendered by our several Grand Superintendents, also the many Grand 
Chapter officers, both past and present, who have helped to make 
this year as good as it has been. In some Chapters the increases have 
been good whilst in others the deletions have set us back. We must 
remember that for each deletion it takes two new members to make 
an increase of one. 

In handing over the Sceptre of Office to my successor, I wish for 
him the same measure of support that has been accorded me, and 
trust that the year he is entering upon will be much more fruitful and 
that he will be able, by the combined efforts of us all, to show a good 
increase in membership that will enable us to get out of the red. 

The year has been short—too short—to do all I should have liked. 

I hope that ere another year has come to pass we may have peace 
in this world of ours. I hope that all Nations that have had their 
rights of self-government forcibly taken from them will again enjoy 
restoration to sovereignty as their peoples wish. 

“The time shall come, when thou shall lift thine eyes 
To watch a long drawn battle in the skies 
While aged peasants, too amazed for words, 

Stare at the flying fleets of wondrous birds; 

England, so long the mistress of the sea, 

Where winds and waves confess her sovereignty, 

Her ancient triumphs yet on high shall bear 
And reign, the sovereign of the conquered air.’’ 

To the extent that we severally dedicate ourselves to God, to 
our Country, and to our fellow men, is the measure of our perfection 
in the professions of the Royal Craft.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CONDITION OF 
CAPITULAR MASONRY IN ALBERTA 

To the Most Excellent the Grand First Principal, Officers and 
Companions of the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Alberta. 

Most Excellent Sir and Companions: 

Your Committee on the Condition of Capitular Masonry in the 
Jurisdiction of Alberta beg to report as follows: 

We have carefully reviewed the reports of District Superintendents 
as supplied by the Grand Scribe E. and note: 

(1) We began the year with 26 chapters and ended with 25. 
Joseph Stauffer Chapter No. 22, after due consideration, and in con¬ 
formity with Grand Chapter regulations, decided that it could not 
continue to operate at Didsbury, and decided to amalgamate with 
Crescent Chapter No. 24. Under the circumstances as pointed out 
to us, your committee heartily approve of the action, and believe 
much credit is due R. E. Companion Clarke and V. E. Companion 
Hartman for this happy consummation. We would like to point out 
to other subordinate chapters the great desirability of amalgamation 
with their nearest neighbour rather than surrendering their charter 
and ceasing to function. 

(2) We are informed that Keystone Chapter No. 12 has given 
notice of its intention to cease operations. This we regret and believe 
unnecessary. In the populous centre of Red Deer there should cer¬ 
tainly be plenty of opportunities for increase in membership, and also 
for spreading the principles of Royal Arch Masonry in these trouble- 

(3) Our loss in membership for the year is only 20—yet it is 
a loss. We had hoped for a better report in this connection—may 
we look forward to a gain for 1942. 

(4) Last year we suggested the desirability of this Grand Chap¬ 
ter printing a leaflet pointing out the reasons for becoming Royal 
Arch Masons, for distribution by our members to prospective candi¬ 
dates. We have reviewed what we consider a suitable leaflet, and 
recommend that the Grand Scribe E. secure sufficient copies for the 
use of our membership. 

(5) We are pleased to note that the Grand Superintendents 
performed their several duties satisfactorily and that all chapters 
in their districts were officially visited. We see, however, that in 
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some cases there was a duplication of Grand Chapter visits on the 
same evening. May we here repeat again, with added emphasis our 
suggestion of 1940: 

“We believe that it is undesirable for the District Sup¬ 
erintendents to make their official visit coincident with 
that of the Grand First Principal, neither should his official 
visit be at the time of the District Meeting. It helps to 
sustain interest to have as many Grand Chapter Officers 
visit as is possible on separate occasions.” 

(6) We regret to report that only one Chapter (Strathmore) 
accomplished any educational work during the past 12 months. Does 
this possibly account for some of our attendance and membership 
difficulties? We believe the incoming Grand Council might stir up 
some much needed interest in our chapter meetings if, a selected few 
were asked in each district to prepare suitable papers or addresses 
dealing with some phase of Royal Arch work, and notify the Scribe E. 
of the subordinate chapters where such speakers might be obtainable. 
We believe there are enough of our members interested sufficiently 
in our Royal Craft to undertake such Educational Programs. 

(7) Our attention has been drawn to the fact that some of our 
chapters hold their meetings on statutory holidays if that happens 
to be the night of their regular meeting, and in one case the District 
Superintendent chose that evening for his official visit. Needless 
to say the attendance was very small and not much good could possibly 
result. It is our opinion that it is inadvisable for meetings to be held 
on statutory holidays, and that the necessary steps should be taken 
both by amending Grand Chapter constitution and subordinate chap¬ 
ter by-laws, if and where necessary, so that chapters could choose 
some other suitable date and that without special dispensation from 
Grand Chapter. 

(8) The District meetings were well attended and well repre¬ 
sented, and served as a rallying point for greater activities. In Dis¬ 
trict No. 2, Hanna No. 28 and Hiram No. 19 were not represented. 

The Grand Superintendents of the other Districts did not report 
on how many of their chapters were represented at their meetings. 
We recommend that the rank of Past District Superintendent be 
conferred on:

He en¬ 
closed one year’s dues. The Alberta Chapter had surrendered its 
charter shortly after the deletion, the Grand Chapter coming into 
possession of its books, records, etc. The question was whether Grand 
Scribe E. (otherwise Grand Chapter) could issue a demit and what 
seal should be used. Your committee gave as its opinion or ruling 
that the Alberta Chapter having surrendered its charter no longer 
existed and therefore could not issue a demit nor could its seal be used. 
Whatever functions this Chapter performed had now been transferred 
to or merged in Grand Chapter and therefore Grand Scribe E. as 
representing Grand Chapter, alone could issue the demit and under 
the seal of Grand Chapter, and that under the circumstances in this 
case it was quite wit hin his jurisdiction to do so.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE GRAND FIRST 
PRINCIPAL’S ADDRESS 

To the Most Excellent the Grand First Principal, Officers and 
Companions of the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Alberta. 

Most Excellent Sir and Companions: 

The Address of the Grand First Principal is a practical report 
of his activities during the past year, and we join with him in his 
welcome to the Companions in attendance today. 

We endorse his reference to the present world conditions, also 
agree with him in his expressions of confidence for happier times to 
come. He is to be congratulated on his very full report of his visits 
both at Constitituent Chapters, District Meetings, and also his visit 
to the Grand Chapter of Manitoba. He has certainly had a busy 
year and covered a lot of ground. 
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We concur in his recommendation regarding Past Grand Rank 
being conferred on the District Superintendents, and also that his 
recommendation that elections be confirmed. 

We notice that he has granted some fourteen Dispensations, all 
of which we consider in order. 

With regard to the recommendation of the Grand First Principal, 
respecting method of ballotting in election of officers, we suggest 
Grand Chapter take this under consideration; of course, any proposed 
changes would require an amendment to the Constitution. 

Regarding Ballot Boxes, we believe that if proper care is exercised 
by the responsible officers errors mentioned by him can be avoided. 

We concur in his recommendation regarding programme of speakers. 

We do not agree that all chapters have a uniform fee for exaltation, 
or that it is possible. The Constitution gives each chapter the prero¬ 
gative to set its own fees and dues, and this is a universal Masonic 
custom. 

Regarding his recommendation that a roll of honour be started, 
while this is a worthy suggestion, we consider that the roll used by 
Craft Lodges is sufficient for the present time. 

We are not aware of any restrictions being placed on the mode 
of travel permitted to the Grand First Principal—he can use his own 
discretion on that matter, but as pointed out in our report on page 47 
of the Proceedings of 1941, there is a limit to the expenses which Grand 
Chapter can pay. 

We wish to record our appreciation of the services rendered by 
M. E. Companion Way on a year of active and faithful service to the 
Royal Craft.

Companion St. John was active too. 
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He enquires of each Chapter if they do any charitable, fraternal 
or social work, or have a part in civic affairs. If its activities are only 
eating, meeting and degree work, then it is doing only a part of what 
it- should do. 

He seldom called on any District Deputy to perform any special 
duty, although they were ready and willing. We advise: “Keep every¬ 
one working”. 

He contends that if a dormant Chapter fails to act on a petition 
for membership, that the Grand Council should be empowered to 
waive jurisdiction, but the Committee refused such a change. 

The future Grand High Priests will be provided with an appro¬ 
priate Apron, and 1,000 new Rituals will be printed and distributed.

The invocation was rendered by M. E. Companion Rev. Dr. S. 
Fea who will be remembered by many Alberta Companions for his 
inspiring address given at Calgary on the occasion of the 26th Annual 
Convocation on May 8th, 1940. 

M. E. Companion Stanley Gordon, Grand Z., gave a very inter¬ 
esting and detailed report of what must have been a very busy year, 
and we were impressed with the following excerpt: “We are still 
working in the shadow of a great conflict which, as you all hear many 
times during these distressing times, is striking at the foundation of 
Masonry and the Democratic Government under which we live. I 
hope that not one of us but is doing some special part to help our 
Government in the hour of our extremity.” 
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The Grand Chapter mourned the loss of R. E. Companion Goodall, 
Grand H., who passed to his reward on January 31st, 1941. 

“May the Great Jehovah find ample and pleasant work for him 
in the Great Beyond." 

A resolution of loyalty to Their Majesties King Georve VI and 
Queen Elizabeth was carried unanimously and ordered to be trans¬ 
mitted to them through the Honourable the Secretary of State for 
Canada. 

The reviews are very interesting and educational and add greatly 
to the joy of perusing these Proceedings.

The Grand High Priest in his report said: 

“We have been compelled in the last twelve months to witness 
the extinction of all Masonic bodies in all foreign democratic countries 
in the world except Great Britain and her Dominions beyond the seas. 
The situation calls for a personal consecration to the cause of demo¬ 
cratic government, upon the existence of which depends the advance¬ 
ments and prosperity of our fraternity.” 

The Grand High Priest found on the whole the Chapters in his 
jurisdiction alert and progressive. In the matter of consolidation 
of Chapters he did not find this had always produced the results that 
were anticipated. He thinks that loss of membership is due more 
than anything else to Chapters postponing suspension of delinquent 
members long after the situation had become hopeless. An active 
membership committee should do a great deal to combat delinquency 
among the members. When a companion, he adds, becomes delinquent 
and receives no attention from the Chapter or officers, he is liable 
to feel that his membership is not particularly desired and governs 



himself accordingly. This Reviewer is in absolute accord with that 
sentiment. 

There were 380 
deaths during the year and the Royal Arch was conferred on 547 
companions.

CANADA 

The Grand Chapter met in the City of London, observing the 
One Hundredth anniversary of the establishment of Freemasonry 
in that city by a lodge working under a dispensation from Ireland, 
known as St. John’s No. 209; also a Royal Arch Chapter known as 
St. John’s I.R. 

This was the Eighty-third Annual Convocation. 

157 Chapters—33 not represented. 17,252 Members, Loss, 635. 

Alberta’s Representative, M. E. Companion John Empey, Grand 
First Principal-elect. 

The Grand First Principal, in his address, says that he thinks 
“Masonry is responsible to a great extent for the goodwill prevailing 
between the United States and the British Commonwealth of Nations 
in the present bitter struggle.” 

He makes note of the fact that he had, and embraced, the oppor¬ 
tunity to address Master and Wardens Associations of Craft Lodges 
to the number of 2,600 on the Royal Arch Degrees, but, at his request, 
strictly without canvassing. Later he makes mention of the cordiality 
shown to the head of Grand Chapter by Grand Master, Past Grand 
Master and members of the Grand Lodge of Canada in Ontario, at 
the Annual Communication in July. 

He urges every possible effort be made to bring and keep lodge and 
chapter working in close association. Alberta Masonry please note. 

Grand First Principal notes that investments are excellent. The 
Committee on Finance shows $96,855.15 as the credit balance; dis¬ 
bursements exceeded receipts by $1,642.33. 

Grand First Principal believes that in cities and towns having 
concurrent jurisdiction, amendments concerning fees and dues should 
have consideration and majority approval of all chapters sharing 
the jurisdiction. ’“It is not the fee, it is change in the personnel of 
the leaders that is required.” If we grant this, how, in all chapters 
is this change in leadership to be brought about? 

Rulings: 

(1) Whether a demitted Master Mason should be permitted to 
place his application for exaltation in a Royal Arch Chapter. Al¬ 
though the Constitution of Grand Chapter does not require that 
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Masons remain in good standing in a lodge, would a Mason who would 
not so remain make a good chapter member? The Grand First Prin¬ 
cipal ruled that his application be not accepted. 

(2) Would it be permissible for a demitted companion, with no 
arrears against him, to visit a chapter and assist in the work? The 
decision was that it had been the custom in the Royal Craft to permit 
a demitted companion in good standing to attend the chapter granting 
the demit once only in a year, and then only on the permission of the 
Excellent First Principal. 

The 1940 Proceedings of Grand Chapter of Alberta is given two 
and one half pages of review. The reviewer thinks M. E. Companion 
Davison must be a Scotsman—(Erin go bragh!) M. E. Companion 
Bell’s address is favorably reviewed. Some prominence is also given 
to the address of M. E. Companion Fea.

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 

The Seventy-fourth Annual Convocation was held at Washington, 
D.C., on February 12th, 1941. 

Grand High Priest elected and installed, M. E. Companion John 
H. Eiseman. 

Alberta was not represented. 

This grand jurisdiction is peculiarly situated in that it is entirely 
surrounded by the Grand Jurisdiction of Maryland. People who work 
in the City of Washington may reside outside the District of Columbia. 
From this have arisen several fine points in jurisdiction, all of which 
have been amicably settled. 

The Grand High Priest attended 238 meetings during the year, 
including Grand Lodges, Blue Lodges, Councils, Chapters and Grand 
Chapters of other Jurisdictions. He comments on the large and en¬ 
thusiastic attendances at Grand Bodies compared with the meagre 
attendances at meetings of constituent bodies—so meagre as to be 
discouraging. Attributes it to lack of interest and poor ritualistic 
work of some of the officers. 

There are sixteen chapters in the jurisdiction. Grand High Priest 
recommends that these be reduced to eight. A plan for consolidating 
chapters was drawn up. The committee which was appointed to 
consider amalgamation, however, reports that it is inadvisable to make 
any suggestions relative to the status of chapters as affecting their 
possible merger, . . . and that no action should be taken which 
would compel a chapter to consider consolidation. They had just 
gone through the voluntary merger of two chapters and they con¬ 
sidered such action to be clearly the preferable one. 
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Grand High Priest Cave attended four meetings of the Grand 
Lodge School of Instruction, and twelve sessions of the Grand Chapter 
School of Instruction. He urged the companions to attend these 
schools in order to improve themselves in ritualistic work. Thinks 
slight errors in rendering of the work should not be allowed to go by 
without correction. 

The Grand High Priest says, “There have been few events beyond 
the ordinary course of affairs, but I feel that this should tiause us little 
regret, as real progress is seldom made by great advances, but rather 
by steady and less rapid progress.” 

The twenty-sixth Grand Annual Convocation of Alberta held 
at Calgary, May 8th, 1940, is reviewed, A synopsis of Grand First 
Principal Bell’s address takes up nearly the whole of the review, which 
covers approximately one page. 

Receipts exceeded expenditure by 87,158.32. Trustees show 
813,100.00 invested in bonds.

The Committee on the Doings of Grand Officers are of the opinion 
that lack of candidates is no excuse for not exemplifying the work 
when an inspecting officer is present. 

The Grand Scribe E. reports that on his official visit to one chap¬ 
ter he found that the officers showed little knowledge of the ritual 
and frequent reference to it during the ceremony produced an im¬ 
pression far from favorable on the candidates. 

Of the attendance at a certain chapter the Grand King considers 
that an average attendance of 20 is a record this chapter should be 
proud of. The membership is given as 178. This would give an aver¬ 
age attendance of 11 per cent. Surely not a very good record. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence are of the opinion that approval 
by the Grand High Priest of a change in the bylaws of one chapter 
whereby the Treasurer, Secretary and Sentinel would be exempted 
from payment of dues, was not according to usage, as these officers 
now receive stipulated sums from the funds of the chapter. It also 
brands as contrary to the laws the provision “that no member who 
shall neglect to pay his assessment shall be eligible to office or allowed 
to ballot or vote upon any question except the admission of candidates 
unless such shall first be paid or remitted”. Every member carried 
on the rolls is in good standing, whether his dues be paid or not, is 
entitled to all the rights, benefits and privileges of membership. 

Surplus of receipts over disbursements was $5,800.31. Invest¬ 
ments, $45,908.64. 

Among .the deaths recorded was that of Norris Samuel Lord, 
who passed suddenly while attending a St. John’s Day celebration 
at Bath, on June 24th. 
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The review of the Proceedings of the 1940 Annual Convocation 
of the Grand Chapter of Alberta occupies rather less than a page. 
The reviewer records his disappointment at the absence of Maine’s 
Grand Representative. He comments favorably on Grand First 
Principal Bell’s address, giving six lines of direct quotation from it. 
He notes that all of the dispensations granted met with the approval 
of the Jurisprudence Committee, but says that one, to change the 
date of the regular convocation of chapters, would not have passed 
in Maine, while several to dodge regular procedure appeared to be 
requested merely for convenience. 

But should bylaws be so rigidly enforced that convenience of 
chapters can never be given consideration? If so, Masonry is not a 
Democracy but an Autocracy.

MANITOBA 

The Eighteenth Annual Convocation held at Winnipeg on February 
12th, 1941. 

John J. Sinclair, Grand First Principal, presided. 

Among the distinguished visitors was M. E. Companion Scott, 
Grand First Principal of Alberta. 

Like Alberta, our neighbour Manitoba has similar difficulties. 
This Grand Chapter lived within its income and had a small credit 
balance; the decrease in membership was only nine, but in the mind 
of the Grand First Principal the latter was more serious than an un¬ 
balanced budget. He stressed the need of young Master Masons 
being introduced into the Royal Craft, and stated that Chapter Offi¬ 
cers might inculcate light among Craft Masons and thus increase 
membership. 

One of the outstanding events in the year was the installation of 
District Superintendent R. E. Companion W. J. Pollock by his father, 
R. E. Companion W. G. Pollock, a Past Grand Superintendent of the 
same district. This is unique in our annals. 

One Masonic District attended Divine Service when 250 Royal 
Arhc Masons were present. This seems a. very capital idea and might 
well be copied by other districts. The matter of church attendance 
is receiving more than the usual amount of^thought in these trouble¬ 
some times, and we believe much greater benefit is to be had by the 
individual, the community and the nation, from attending Divine 
Service than by playing golf and other forms of Sunday amusement. 

The Chapter at Flin-Flon being so far removed from the other 
chapters in the district, was put directly under the care of the Grand 
First Principal. 
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A recommendation that a select committee of three be appointed 
in each district to contact demitted and suspended members to ascer¬ 
tain why they ceased to be active members of the Order seems a first- 
class idea.

MARYLAND, 1940 

One Hundred and Forty-third Annual Convocation held at Balti¬ 
more on December 10th, 1940. 

Among the distinguished visitors was M. E. Companion Llewellyn 
F. Stephens, Grand First Principal of Canada in Outario. 

The Grand High Priest, at the beginning of his term of office, 
advised all constituent chapters that either the M.M. or M.E.M. 
degree was to be exemplified in full form by the officers of the chapter 
on the occasion of the visitation of the Grand Officers. All but one 
chapter complied with the request. In one chapter, however, the 
work was so poorly done that the officers were not allowed to confer 
the R.A. degree until they had first exemplified the degree before 
the Grand Lecturer or the Committee on Work. This salutary lesson 
ought to produce satisfactory results, and might well be followed by 
other Grand Jurisdictions. 

The Committee on Capitular Education was recommended to 
be abolished after analyzing its activities during the past four years. 
In Alberta we recommended the appointment of such committees in 
each district as we thought it might advance the interest in Capitular 
Masonry. 

Financial difficulties gave rise to several recommendations: 

(1) That the percapita tax be restored to 75 cents per member, 
of failing that, (2) the elimination of printing the Review of Proceed¬ 
ings; (3) that, copies of printed Proceedings be delivered personally, 
rather than by mail, thereby saving $65.00 to $75.00 postage. 

In one chapter the Jurisprudence Committee allowed a clause to 
be added to the Life Membership bylaw providing that all life mem¬ 
bers pay $1.00 annually to take care of their per capita tax. This 
seems to be a very wise decision and could also be copied.

Williamson, Grand Scribe E. of Grand Chapter of Quebec. 

The Grand High Priest was not idle as he visited not only many 
of his constituent chapters, but also many other Grand Chapters, 
Grand Lodges, Grand Encampments, etc. How he found time to 
do so much almost appears to be a mystery for a good detective to 
unravel. 

However, at the end of a busy year he has this to say to the R. A. 
Companions: “We cannot stand still. We must go up or go down. 
It is harder to climb up, but the sun shines brighter, the air is purer, 
the view is clearer at the top . . . Attendance is the result of interest. 
You can get attendance only by providing meetings that are interesting 
to your members. We are faced with a lot of competition our fathers 
did not have, but, I tell you, it can be done. . . . We must exhibit the 
Christian virtues if we hope to increase our Fraternity in size and 
influence, and in a practical way demonstrate the virtues of Brotherly 
Love, Relief and Truth, which are the foundation tenets of Masonry.” 

King Cyrus Royal Arch Chapter of Newburyport celebrated its 
150th Anniversary on June 28th, 1940. It was pointed out that the 
founders of this Chapter were “men of courage, men of integrity, 
devoted men, able men; they were optimists and men of Faith”. Of 
course they were, and what a challenge to us of 1942 to be similar men, 
with similar attributes, so that 150 years hence historians looking 
over our actions will be able to say the same of us. 

Reviewing the minutes of this chapter, it seems that arrears of 
dues were collected by the Secretary by personal calls on the delin¬ 
quents. This was in 1790. What is our method in 1940?

MISSOURI 

The Ninety-fifth Annual Convocation was held in Kansas City, 
on April 22nd and 23rd, 1941. M. E. Companion Don Chapman 
Grand High Priest, presided. 

C. L. Fichthorn, Grand Representative for Alberta. 

In a very fine address the Grand High Priest expresses his faith 
in the ultimate triumph of good in spite of sinister forces at work in 
the world. The United States and the British Empire principally must 
inspire this triumph, and Masonry must contribute by promoting 
universal brotherhood, and by shedding its beneficent influence among 
men. Then the iron heels of dictators or oppression can not prevail 
to crush our noble Fraternity. In the words of the poet Tennyson 
he expresses the belief “That somehow good shall be the final goal of 
ill” and “Every winter changes to spring”. 

General Grand High Priest M. E. Companion John H. Anderson, 
in his remarks said that we hear a great deal in this day about condi¬ 
tions in the world and the necessity of Masonic unity, but to him the 
greatest tragedy of this war is the loss of spirituality. Material things 
can be re-established, but the spiritual side is the only one worth while. 

The Committee on Education published four pamphlets prepared 
by the Grand Secretary, “A Message for the Ancient Craft Mason”, 
“Why I am a Royal Arch Mason”, “Merewither Lewis”, and the 
“Capitular World”. These were distributed among various chapters 
without cost to them. The Committee spent only a small part of the 
appropriation on Education. 

Missouri devoted twelve lines to Alberta, distributed over headings 
“Condition of the Rite”, “Miscellaneous”, and “Statistical”. 

One chapter reduced its fee for exaltation to $20.00 In approving, 
Grand High Priest said that the general experience throughout the 
jurisdictions was that reducing the fees did not tend to any large 
increase in membership. 

Grand High Priest reports financial condition of Grand Chapter 
to be sound and ably handled, yet the revenue is decreasing, because 
of decrease in membership and lower interest rates. The budget as 
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submitted by the Finance Committee anticipated a deficit of dis¬ 
bursements over receipts of approximately $5,000.00. One thousand 
dollars was voted towards an ambulance for the Chinese Government. 

The next Convocation will be held at Columbia on April 28th, 1942.

The plan of district visitations is being continued as these visits 
have been found very effective. 

A firmer check is to be kept on rituals, and a fine of $10.00 is 
to be paid if one is lost. 

A chapter is now permitted to confer a degree in another town 
in its jurisdiction, in a suitable lodge room. 

Life Membership may be granted to companions having 35 years 
of continuous membership and being sixty years of age. 

As this was the Fiftieth Anniversary of Grand Chapter (two 
years two Convocations were held) M. E. Companion Callaway made 
a Special Address. 

M. E. Companion McAllister writes ajsplendid Review, and 
oh! for more space than we are allowed, to quote from it. He says: 
“Optimism marks the activities of many jurisdictions, increased interest 
is shown, and there are gains in membership. We entertain no fears 
that Capitular Masonry is nigh untojdeath.” 

Of Alberta he comments on the good average attendance of the

At the Quarterly Convocation, held in April, 1939, a motion 
was carried that it was “in the best interests of Royal Arch Masonry 
to have one governing body for the degree in the State and that if 
60 per centum of the Royal Arch Chapters signed the articles of Union 
of the proposed United Supreme Grand Royal Arch Chapter of New 
South Wales before December 31st, 1939, then the Supreme Grand 
Chapter would recommend its subordinate Chapters to transfer their 
allegiance to such United Supreme Grand Chapter.” 

It would appear that this Supreme Grand Chapter was unre¬ 
servedly recognised by every Grand Chapter in the world except that 
of Scotland, which still recognises it as only a Grand Chapter. It is 
hoped by now this controversy has ended. 

In the five years that M. E. Companion Mathews has been Grand 
First Principal he has travelled on Masonic duty at least 35,000 miles. 
The visiting of some chapters involves travelling 1,000 miles. 

A rather unique feature was the gramophone recordings of greet¬ 
ings from several Grand Chapters, including those of British Columbia 
and Saskatchewan, playing on a specially amplified instrument. In 
addition, a record of the Canadian National Anthem “O Canada”, 
especially made for the occasion by Mrs. B. Gillie, daughter of M. E. 
Companion W. P. Marchant, Grand First Principal of the Grand 
Chapter of British Columbia, was played. The recordings were highly 
appreciated.

R. W. Stiles, Past Depute Grand Z., responded for Alberta. 

From the address of the newly installed First Grand Principal 
we excerpt: “I feel it is a duty to remind you that the future of Free¬ 
masonry, in all its branches in this Dominion and those other coun¬ 
tries where freedom of expression is still permitted, and also in those 
other parts of the world where Masonry is now under repression, 
depends on the outcome of the struggle, and as Free Masons we are 




under an obligation to do whatever we each are able, to do, to pre¬ 
serve our liberty, our privileges and our institutions.” 

In conclusion he quotes: 

“To thine own self be true 
And it must follow, 

As the night the day, 

Thou canst not then be false to any man. 1 ’

NORTH CAROLINA 

The One Hundred and Nineteenth Convocation was held at 
New Bern, on May 13th, 1941, with Grand High Priest Charles M. 
Gueth presiding and all Grand Officers in their stations. 

Our Grand Representative, J. Edward Allen, was present. He 
is one of the best Reviewers and at this Convocation was elected as 
Grand Scribe. 

M. E. Companion Gueth had an active year, although he was 
ill for some time; severely injured—almost killed—in an auto acci¬ 
dent. He was present at most of the District Meetings which, he 
reports, were well attended and at which a great deal of enthusiasm 
was shown. He found increased activity in all branches of Masonry, 
and decreased losses in membership, but observes that in the last 
thirteen years the Grand Chapter had lost 5,280 companions. 

The Oxford Orphanage and Masonic and Eastern Star Home 
are still inspiring Masonic institutions. 

The Masonic Educational Loan Fund Committee reports that 
at present this fund does not work satisfactorily, and too much of the 
money is idle and could be used to advantage in other Masonic direc¬ 
tions. Some, to whom loans were made, did not prove worthy and 
the amounts are uncollectable. 

The annual returns of each chapter must include an audit of its 
finances. 

R. E. Companion J. Edward Allen was sick for two months, 
also the result of an auto accident, and does not give a Review of 
each Grand Chapter, but presents some valuable statistical tables. 
He gives some comments on war-time conditions. We quote: “Only 
two things are uppermost in the minds of our people: (1) to get through 
with this present mess and to get it done thoroughly; (2) to plan for 
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what is to come after it—which may be a bigger mess 
or come something else.” 

Again: “Although most Chapter Masons are past the usual 
military-service age, he does not complain about high taxes, for he 
would rather give the half of his possessions to help his government 
to victory, than give them all and himself to boot, to Hitler.”

A system of Masonic Education for the Degrees, controlled by 
Grand Chapter, was inaugurated. This intends to supply such infor¬ 
mation as may from time to time be required by the members of the 
Order, and every precaution will be taken to ensure that only authentic 
information will be passed on to the Chapters. 

£50 was donated to the Red Cross appeal; the salary of Grand 
Scribe E. fixed at £375; and after all current expenses paid there was a 
a credit balance of £801-19s-10d. 

Deputy Grand Inspectors of Workings were appointed to 28 
districts, and a Grand District Representative was appointed to each 
of the 103 chapters. This is a new idea for our Grand Jurisdictions. 
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It is, however, a very commendable one and might be copied with 
profit, especially for chapters difficult to visit because of distance.

RHODE ISLAND 

The One Hundred and Forty-fourth Annual Convocation held 
at Providence on March 11th, 1941. 

With the object of bringing Grand Chapter and subordinate 
chapters nearer together, Grand High Priest Cady reports that he 
visited every chapter in the Jurisdiction once, all but four chapters 
twice, and several chapters three or four times during his year of 
office. Rhode Island is, however, a small state, and there are only 
sixteen chapters. 

One chapter has a membership of 2,182. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence reports that it re¬ 
viewed such Proceedings as it had received, but found no matter 
of unusual importance which appears to require reference or consid¬ 
eration by Grand Chapter. The last available Proceedings of all 
jurisdictions are on file in the Grand Secretary’s office, and any com¬ 
panion is at liberty to inspect any volume if he so desires. 

The Grand High Priest in his address refers to the passing of 
M. E. Companion Charles A. Connover, General Grand Secretary, 
M. E. Companion John Mason Dunlap, General Grand Master of the 
First Veil and M. E. Companion William Tecumseh Sherman O’Hara, 
Past General Grand High Priest. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence commends the interchange of 
degree work between chapters in different Grand Jurisdictions. A 
Rhode Island chapter exemplified the Rhode Island ritual in a chapter 
in Connecticut. It seems that that part of the Royal Arch ceremony 
known as the “Rough Roads” had been omitted from later rituals in 
Rhode Island. Now there is a move to have it restored. The com¬ 
mittee recommends its restoration: (1) because it gives much needed 
interest; (2) because the degree is supposed to teach something about 
life which everyone knows has its rough places. The Grand High 
Priest recommended that, if it were restored, its use by any chapter 
should be discretionary and optional. 

The receipts were greater than the expenditure by $620.92. Value 
of deposits and securities $22,692.57, showing an increase in value of 
$534.67.

The Ninety-first Annual Convocation was held at Waco, on 
December 2nd and 3rd, 1940. 

M. E. Grand High Priest Jewel P. Lightfoot presided. 

This is a voluminous report. The first thirty pages are taken 
up with opening ceremonies and the reception and replies of Distin¬ 
guished visitors. The next eight pages contain the reception and 
replies of the Grand Representatives. 'We are glad to note our Rep¬ 
resentative Ellis Henderson as being among those received. 

Dealing with the “State of the Order”, a short resume of Royal 
Arch Masonry in the State (old Republic) of Texas was given and 
makes most interesting reading. 

Speaking of the modern era the Grand High Priest says: 

“As in the reign of Zedekiah when the people went off after 
strange Gods, and the Chief of Priests and the people transgressed 
very much after all the abominations of the heathen, and polluted 
the House of the Lord, mocked His messengers, and despised the 
words of His prophets, the Destroyer was brought upon them, who 
slew their young men, and had no compassion upon young man or 
maiden, old men or him that stooped for age; and those that escaped 
from the sword carried he away to Babylon and into human slavery. 

“The old story is being repeated again today in many sections 
of the earth. The' distractions of this modern era have tended to 
undermine and weaken the moral structure of individuals as well 
as nations.” 

The annual loss in membership was only 62—by far the lowest 
in 15 years—and the Grand High Priest is optimistic for an increase 
next year, as the Grand Lodge of Texas has shown a steady gain in 
membership during the past three years. 

“Capitular Masonry has a destiny to safeguard, and most solemn 
duties to perform. The Holy fire has been swept from the altars 
in many lands, civilization itself is menaced, and supreme sacrifices 
are now being made to prevent a lapse backward into the conditions 
prevailing during the dark ages. Let us reconsecrate ourselves to 
the noble and glorious task of keeping the fires of Liberty, Equality 
and Brotherhood burning brilliantly throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, so that when the storms have passed and the 
wreckage cleared away, the overturned altars in the lands of the 
oppressed everywhere may be raised again and the fires of hope, 
faith and human kindness relighted thereon by .torches plucked from 
our glowing fires.” 

Among dispensations refused was one to permit reception of pe¬ 
titions and balloting upon same at a special convocation, in order 
to allow the candidates to join a certain class in a Shrine initiation. 
Good work! 

Two new chapters were granted dispensation and one demised 
chapter asked for a renewal of their charter without regular fee being 
charged. This was adopted on recommendation of the Jurisprudence 
Committee. Three charters were arrested. 

One important decision was made: A life member of a chapter 
fas automatically suspended because of suspension from his Craft 



Lodge several years ago. He is now reinstated in the Blue Lodge and 
asks for reinstatement in his chapter. Question: Will reinstatement 
by the chapter restore him to his former life membership? Answer : 
No—it will be necessary for the chapter to re-elect him to life mem¬ 
bership after he is re-instated. 

During the year the Grand High Priest prepared a brochure 
on the subject, “Ancient Craft Masonry as Exemplified in the York 
Rite of Ancient Freemasonry.” The brochure is printed in full and 
occupies twenty pages of the Proceedings. It is a well thought out 
and clearly put exposition, and is a source of valuable information. 

On March 5th, 1940, this Grand Jurisdiction suffered an irre¬ 
parable loss in the sudden accidental death of Past Grand High Priest 
Sam J. Helm. He had carved for himself a niche in the Hall of Masonic 
Fame, not only in Texas, but also in the whole Masonic world and 
particularly in the Western Hemisphere, by his trenchant pen and 
individual gift as a Reviewer of Proceedings. In this field he was in 
a class by himself, and there is no second. 137 pages are given over 
to a tribute to his memory. Messages from Masonic bodies of many 
Jurisdictions joined in paying fitting tributes to one whose particular 
forte will be difficult if not impossible to fill.

The One Hundred and Thirty-third Annual Convocation held 
at Richmond on October 22nd and 23rd, 1940. 

Grand High Priest Sachs, in an address covering over forty pages 
of the report of the proceedings, covers many interesting points. Many 
of these are dealt with under the various headings of this review. 
The whole of the Virginia proceedings pleases us very much and one 
regrets lack of space in reviewing it. The Grand High Priest points 
out how “fortunate Masonry is in a country like the United States 
to be able to carry on its deliberations without interference or domi¬ 
nation from any political, military or ecclesiastical power. How 
fortunate in a world where greed, envy and prejudice are almost prov¬ 
ing the ideal of the brotherhood of man to be a myth. 

“War is the negation of civilization, the foundation of which is 
peace and understanding, and the perpetuation of which can only 
be found in justice to all. What does the future hold for us as Masons 
and for all who love Democracy and believe in justice? Who can 
tell? Masonry can today take a greater part than ever in helping to 
stabilize the world and carry saner ideas to its peoples. We, with 
our numbers, can be a great force in the affairs of the world. In the 
rehabilitation of peoples never has a greater opportunity been pre¬ 
sented to our Fraternity to demonstrate the sincerity of purpose in 
the ideal of universal brotherhood. We must today fight those ele¬ 
ments that would destroy everything set up by the Church, and by 
Masonry, by becoming sincere teachers and preachers of the philosophy 
we profess and on which our Organization is founded.” 

On the occasion of his visit to Craft Lodge No. 22 he remarks: 
“When one sees seven hundred men and Masons rubbing elbows 
and enthusiastically talking Masonry, he cannot help feeling that 
there is nothing wrong and nothing to worry about as to the future 
of our great Fraternity.” 

Again he remarks on the splendid work done by LaFayette Chap¬ 
ter in visiting and encouraging other chapters: “I cannot place too 
much emphasis on the great good that can be done by chapters ex¬ 
changing visits.” 

And once at Blackstone Chapter he says that at a banquet given 
early in the evening to which were invited the Blue Lodge Masons 
of the jurisdiction, he addressed the brethren at the banquet on the 
subject, “Why a Mason Needed the Royal Arch Degree.” 

In conclusion he admonishes his hearers to “so build that those 
who come after them will cherish what they have built.” 

A recommendation of the Grand High Priest was adopted to 
reward those companions who had done good service to their chap¬ 
ters, but through circumstances had not been able to proceed through 
the chairs, by giving them a certificate of merit as a tribute to such 
service, the certificates to be awarded' on recommendation in writing 
from the High Priest of the chapter. 

The Grand High Priest made sixty-six official and fifteen unoffi¬ 
cial visits in his own jurisdiction. He also made nine visits to Grand 
Chapters of other jurisdictions. In addition, he made a number of 
visits on invitation to Blue Lodges. He travelled 19,456 miles. The 
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amount of work he did was very favorably commented on by visitors 
to Virginia Grand Chapter Annual Convocation. 

In 1841 the union of Grand Council, R. & S. M., with the Grand 
Chapter, R.A.M., was effected. This union is known as the Virginia 
System of Capitular Masonry. This year (1941) it is proposed to 
give some fitting recognition to this Union. 

Surplus of receipts over disbursements for the year was $19.66. 
The Finance Committee strongly recommends building up the invest¬ 
ment Account and regrets that its estimated budget for the ensuing 
year allows only $200.00 for investment. Present value of invest¬ 
ments is $7,450d)0. 

Reports the demise of R. E. Companion George Clarence Clark, 
who was stricken while taking part as Master of Ceremonies in the 
Eighteenth Degree, and died a few hours later. 

Virginia reviews the 1939 Grand Annual Convocation of Alberta 
to which it assigns just over one page, with six lines given to the Grand 
First Principal’s (M. E. Companion A. B. McCurdy) address, the 
paragraph in which he refers to the Royal Visit. 

General Henry DeWitt Hamilton, New York, in addressing 
the Grand Chapter, said in part: “I welcome here, in common with 
you, our companions from the great country to the north of us (Canada). 
Burdened as they are with many cares, they still have answered the 
call of Masonic brotherly love and friendship, and have come down 
here to express to us the continuity of that fraternal respect and 
regard which Masonry alone can give. . . . Our hearts are with 
them; our hands will be with them, and the feet of many of our younger 
men will, all too soon,' be marching side by side with our companions 
of the north . . . those of us who have seen the course of things in 
' the past may say, as a great Virginian expressed it, ‘I know of no lamp 
to guide my feet but the lamp of experience.’ Those of us who have 
long looked at these things know that our country, too, is in danger, 
and tonight this is one added proof of how good and pleasant a thing 
it is for brethren to dwell next door to each other in unity. 

“Seventy and seven years have left their indelible mark upon 
me, and yet I stand here tonight, after a long life of labor in the Ma¬ 
sonic quarries, to say to the younger companions, that I am more 
and more convinced of the value of Freemasonry in a receptive human 
heart. It has meant much to me and, when I go away, I shall carry 
with me the treasure of your friendship, a treasure which thieves can 
never break through, nor steal, a treasure which moth and rust cannot 
corrupt.” 

M. E. Companion L. F. Stephens, Canada, said that he felt 
intensely grateful for the goodwill and fellowship extended to him, 
not personally, but as a common representative of the decencies of 
life, and that was all he was going to say about war. While he had 
three boys and they were all in uniform, the dear, loving wife never 
mentioned war at home, but knit, knit, knit. 

He said he went down to New York and sat around a table where 
they debated the questions, “Why young men don’t join”, “How to 
get brothers back”, “How to stop suspensions”. He was troubled 
about something: he had been going into the old records, and he 
found that away back in 1847 over ninety-five per cent of all Free- 
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masons in their jurisdiction were Royal Arch Masons, and today 
they had only one in eight (12-1/2 per cent). At first he thought it 
might be the difference in jurisdictions (the Grand Jurisdiction of 
Canada had had several other Grand Jurisdictions branch out from 
it), but the territorial jurisdiction would not account for it all. He 
was laying it before the Grand Chapter of Virginia whether or not 
we might no* have to give serious consideration to the question whe¬ 
ther we did not put too much intervention between the Master Mason’s 
Degree and the Royal Arch Degree, and so had drifted apart. He was 
resolved that his little contribution to Royal Arch Masonry should 
be a determined effort to bring Grand Lodge and Grand Chapter back 
together again. For the first eleven years they (Grand Lodge and 
Grand Chapter) met in annual convocation with the same presiding 
officers, and they met in joint sessions; and then they drifted apart, 
until today even his Grand Master was not a Royal Arch Mason, 
and yet he was the most loyal worker for the Royal Arch that he had 
in his territory. For some reason or other he never went into the 
Royal Arch, and yet he requests that a member of the Grand Chapter 
of Canada make an address in his home town. Today he (M. E. 
Companion Stephens) was in a crusade with his (the Grand Master’s) 
blessing; the Masters’ and Wardens’ Associations of a number of prov¬ 
inces are organizing district meetings to be addressed by the Head 
of the Grand Chapter of Canada, and that address was an effort to 
get back to 1823, when under the stress of the Napoleonic Wars the 
five Grand Lodges of England narrowed down to two, and then one. 
It had been his mission for two months to work the old degree of 1823, 
when it was all one degree, when that marvellous interpretation of 
the five points takes place in the presence of the three sojourners, 
when they are willing voluntarily to pay, in assuming to go down and 
do what is proper for the rebuilding of the foundations of the Temple 
of Life. It is a marvellous picture, but cannot be given in our Lodges. 
My brethren, Masonry is a beautiful system, veiled in allegory and 
illustrated by symbols. When you have shown yourselves worthy, 
you will be inducted into the Holy Royal Arch, to lay aside the veil, 
to learn what the allegory means; and every Mason will have the 
opportunity, the inspiration, the afflatus to finish his Masonic 
knowledge. 

The Committee on the Grand High Priest’s address gave it as 
their opinion that the Grand High Priest’s approval of an amendment 
to the bylaws of Covington Chapter, giving them the right to pay 
for the consecration of a candidate to the Order of High Priesthood 
was not proper. Candidate should pay the fee himself. 

It also disapproved of “blanket dispensations”. 

Net loss in membership was 168 for the year under review. Grand 
High Priest Sachs regrets this as he had hoped for better results. He 
believes that more progress will be made in future than in the ten 
years past. Chapters that have been dormant are becoming active. 

The Grand Chapter maintains a fund, known as the W. J. Hub¬ 
bard Memorial Loan Fund, from which loans to worthy students are 
made. During the year under review eleven new loans were made 
totalling $2,650.00. Some delinquency in repaying former loans 
was experienced (the usual experience in such cases), but good man¬ 
agement resulted in only a slight diminution in the fund. A recom¬ 
mendation from the Grand High Priest that $250.00 be added to the 
fund from the Grand Chapter funds each year till it had reached 
$50,000.00 was rejected by the Committee on the Grand High Priest’s 
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address. Its assets are at present in excess of $18,000.00 The Grand 
Chapter also participates in the Grand Lodge Fund for the college 
education of students from the Masonic Home, and a separate account 
of this Fund was presented to Grand Chapter.

WASHINGTON 

The Fifty-seventh Annual Convocation held at Tacoma, May 
8th and 9th, 1941. 

After prayer by the Grand Chaplain, the Grand Chapter was opened 
by the Grand High Priest, M. E. Companion Lee Allen. 

Many distinguished visitors from other Masonic Organizations 
were presented and received with Grand Honors. 

From the address of the Grand High Priest it was evident that 
the affairs of his Grand Chapter had received the devoted attention 
of himself and all his officers, and a very busy year must have been 
their lot, judging from the amount of work accomplished. 

In speaking of the subordinate chapters he says: “From my 
personal observations and the reports I receive from our Grand Officers, 
most of our chapters are active and seem to be gaining. Some are 
afflicted with dry rot caused by poor management. A member of 
a 1 * chapter accepts an office, with no intention of learning his part of 
the work, or being in attendance when the chapter meets and of course 
this is not good for the chapter. Each officer must learn his part of 
the ritual, be in his place when the chapter meets, and be willing to 
sacrifice his time for the benefit of his chapter. Until some thought 
is given to filling the chairs with the right kind of material, these 
chapters will remain dormant.” 

There is much food for thought here. 

The Grand High Priest refused a dispensation for a chapter to 
receive a petition and ballot the same evening. 

From* the report of the Grand Secretary it is very pleasing to 
note the following: “All dues paid, all financial obligations met, 
all rituals accounted for—a clean slate, annual returns received from 
all constituent chapters.” This report bespeaks of the loyalty and 
untiring efforts devoted to this office. 

From the address of the Grand Orator we feel constrained to 
quote the following: “A nation cannot violate the laws of God and 
prosper. Hitler can not more repeal the laws of Justice, Integrity 
andj|Morality, than he can repeal the law of gravitation. When the 
last ship has sunk beneath the waves, the last plane bombed from 
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the sky and the last boundary erased—the last murderer will have 
to stand before the judgment bar of God.” 

52 Chapters. 5,383 Members. Net loss, 163. 

M. E. Companion Robert B. Palmer was elected Grand High 
Priest for the ensuing year.

WEST VIRGINIA—1940 

The Seventieth Annual Convocation held at Parkersburg, October, 
1940. 

Frank Gustav Hiehle elected Grand High Priest, succeeding 
M. E. Companion James E. Hart. 

Alberta was represented by Companion Lawrence G. Kinclieloe. 

The Grand Chapter lost several of its staunch and stalwart Past 
Grand officers and officials and 145 companions from subordinate 
chapters. 

No moot question came up for decision and visitations were 
extensive. The Grand High Priest in his rounds of visitation stressed, 
from the educational point of view, one particular thing—a sound 
knowledge of Masonic principles and a manner of thought in relation 
to these principles that would serve to motivate them as action-phil¬ 
osophy. 

He recommended that a chapter, by action of its membership, 
choose other locations if by that choice its function as a chapter be 
improved or bettered. 

Referring to the world crisis, the Grand High Priest said: 

“It is our duty at this hour to render whatever help we may to 
our country in reconstructing western civilisation. And this task 
requires the collaboration of all the creative forces in American life, 
the religious, educational, scientific and artistic, leavened with a spirit 
of brotherhood, good will and courage, and is the type of task under¬ 
taken by the leader and his companions who took the desert road 
back to the scene of former grandeur to rebuild their city and temple.” 

The fraternal correspondent, Companion G. M. Ford, has this 
to say about Grand Chapters that have ceased publishing Reviews: 

“We believe that the greatest sufferer is the Grand Chapter that 
has quit reviewing.” We agree. 

Membership in 1940, 7,326. Loss for year 382.

WEST VIRGINIA 

The Seventy-first Annual Convocation was held at Wheeling 
on October 13th and 14th, 1941, with Grand High Priest Frank G. 
Hiehle presiding and all Grand Officers in their stations. 

Distinguished guests included General Grand High Priest John 
H. Anderson of North Carolina. 
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Our faithful Grand Representative M. E. Companion Lawrence 
G. Kincheloe was present and active in committee. 

In M. E. Companion Hiehle’s address he says it was not possible 
for him to make a large number of visits. He recommends that each 
chapter should have a “Masonic Guest Night” similar to those in 
Michigan and Nevada. 

As to finances, expenditures had exceeded receipts and the accum¬ 
ulated funds were almost exhausted, so he recommends that the roster 
of chapter members be published in the Proceedings every third year 
instead of annually. Also, that the donation to the Masonic Home 
Fund be discontinued for the present. (Surely, with regrets.) 

The Per Diem and Mileage for the attendance of delegates to 
Grand Chapter appears rather lavish, as each receives at least $10.00 
per diem and 8 cents per mile travelled, totalling for all $1,650.14. 

Loss in membership grows less and a gain was hoped for in future. 
(Alas! War has intervened.) 

Deputy Lecturers perform duties and make reports to the Grand 
High Priest similar to our Grand Superintendents, and Schools of 
Instruction correspond with our District Meetings. The Deputy 
Lecturer’s expenses were paid by Grand Chapter but in future they 
will visit only when invited by a chapter, who will be responsible 
for their expenses. They have been doing good work. 

One new chapter was instituted. 

46 Chapters. 7,249 Members. Net loss, 77.

The following resolution was adopted: “And every Mason who 
shall be suspended or expelled from the lodge shall thereby be auto¬ 
matically suspended or expelled, as the case may be, from the chapter 
during the period of such suspension or expulsion.”

Ancient Crabt Mabonbt-^- 

Commence their era with the creation of the world, calling 
it Anno Lucia (A.L.) “in the year of Light." To get the 
present date add 4,000 vears to the common era—1942 
and 4,000 equal to 5,942. 

Rotal Arch— 

Date from the year in which the Temple was commenced 
by Zerubbabel Anno Invention^ (A. I.) “in the year of 
discovery.” Add 510 to the vulgar era—1942 and 530 
equal to 2,472. 

Rotal and Select Masters— 

Date from the year in which the Temple of Solomon was 
completed—Anno Depositionis (A. Dep.) “in the year of 
the deposit.” Add 1,000 to the common era, thus: 1941 
and 1,000 equal to 2,941. 

Knights Templar— 

Commence their era with the organization of their order 
Anno Ordinis (A. O.) “in the year of the Order.” From 
the Christian era take 1,118, thus: 1942 less 1,118 equal 
to 824. 

Order op High Priesthood— 

Date from the year of the blessing of Abraham by the 
High Priest Melchisedek—Anno Benefacio (A. B.). To 
the Christian era add 1913, thus: 1942 and 1913 equal 
to 3,855 

Scottish Rite— 

Same as Ancient Craft Masonry—except the Jewish 
chronology is used—Anno Mundi (A.M.) “in the year 
of the world.” To get the common era add 3,760, thus: 
1942 and 3,760 equal to 5,702. After September add an¬ 
other year.
